Madrid to Reuter's Telegram com-

pany.

The first selsure of German mérchant
veasels by Portugal occurred February
£ at Lisbon when the naval avshorities
took possgasion of thirty-six German and
Auntrian ships in the Tagus,

Eight Ships Selsed.

On Pebruary 5 ihe selsure of elght
German steampshiips by the Fortugoese
authorities at 8. Vincent, Cape Verde
inlands, was announced and It was un-
officially declared the requisitioning of
German and Austirian vessels had been
axiended to all thoss lying in the porta
of Portugnl and |ts colonies.

A Laabon dispatch on February M
quoted Premier Costa of Pourtugsl as de-
olaring in the Chamber of Deputies that
ths governmont's aotion in requisitioning
vessels had been promptsd by the neces-
sity of the nation's sconomlo situation.
The premier further declared that he
considered It to the beat Interust of
Portugal that the existing treqly with
Germany be allowed (o lapse and that
the Portuguess govarnment was propared
for all aventualities that might arise,
